Woman’s Rights. 

Some women in the west are dissatis- 
fied because they are debarred from en- 
joying political rights, especially the 
right of franchise to equal extent as 
their broth 3. Now, Mr. Puck’s argu- 
ment is t Equality is not identity. 
It follows that equal rights do not mean 
thesame identical rights. Seen in this 
light, is it true that women are worse 
of than men in the matter of enjoying 
rights? Asa matter of fact, if women 
are disprivileged in some respects, they 
are more largely privileged than men. 
When the long and short are put to- 
gether to make up for each other, women 
will be found to enjoy an equal, if not a 
larger amount of rights than men. 

Prove it, you will say. Well, when a 
woman is divorced through no fault of 
hers, she has the legal right to make 
her separated husband support her so 
lng as she remains single. That is 
woman’s right, and a very important 
one, too. But when a man is divorced 
fom his wife through no fault of his, 
he is entitled to no such right. Now, is 
this fair? No, not as it stands. But 
men enjoy other rights which are denied 
to women, and thus equality is main- 
tained. 

Mr. Puck is not opposed in principle 
to the suffragette claims, but he thinks 
it decidedly unfair and unbearable that 
women should insist on getting the same 
kind of rights as men without surrender- 
ing those which are peculiarly her own.
